An Account of the City, Port, Garriſon, and 
Fortifications of 


LIMERICK. 


| HIS City is the biggeſt 
M Ireland, alavoy, -Þ 
vs lis; \ its Haven lies on 


the Weli-fide ; of Tre- 
land, and: South, of Galway; It 
_ the ranges O oy 
naught from Munfter, being of a 
great length, ney; than ſixty 
Miles; .far .ſo far | it is from the 
\mouth of the Haven to the- City of 
Limerick, to whoſe Walls Mere 
chant-men. of t. Burthen, or 
Third, .and Fourth Rate Frigats 
may  goe - up, ..without meeting 
with any thing elſe in all that way, 
fave a.number- of little Iles, but 
not . any .fogl. Places, Rocks or 
Sands. 

This Harbour is nothing elſe 
but a, great Lough ( half way its 
tepgth growing {qme-what nar- 
ately. mlargivg 


.veherainto [the River Shavnor, 
(upon'wheſe Banks, Liwerick is ſi- 
tuated) diſchargeth it ſelf a little 
; way below the ſaid City zalthough 
the Exgliſþ and the [tjſh both call 


tt the Shaxnor, all the way untt] 


the Sea, as it were not a Lough 
Into, which the Ayver-falleth, bue 
the River ie ſelf thus enlarged. 
This City, as aforeſaid, ſtanding 
on the bY 


nks of the Shannon, 
which encompaſieth it ſo about 
that its a &llhnd, by which 
means its very ſtrong by Nature; 
It's alſo Fartified with a very bigh 
ſtrong Wall, on which are ſeve- 
ral Baſtions and Redoubts; alſo, 
three ſpacious Gates, well-buile 
with curious Stone, viz. St. John's 
Gate, St. Peter's Gate, and the 


 New-Gate. 


Theſe Gates give the Name to- 
the Three Principal Streets in the 
City, on which are good Stone- 
Buildings : It hath alfo a Caſtle 
and Bridge, viz. King's Caſtle, 
and Thomand Bridge, Pieces of 
great Strength and Beauty,though 
very Ancient, being of the Foun- 
dation of 'King Joby, who was 
exceedingly del hted with the 
Situation. Its diſtant from Dub- 
li eighty four Miles, from Cork 
thirty ſeven Miles, and from Gal- 
way thirty (ix. F 
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GALWAY: 


| HE Haven of this City 1s 

the moſt conſiderable 1n 
the Province of Connaught, being 
a very great Bay, ſome Miles 
broad, and many more long, ha- 
ving in the Mouth thrce Iſlands, 
( called the Iſles of Arran) the 
which lye North and South by the 
fide of each other, there remain 
ing the Channels for to come out 
of the Sea into this Bay. One 
Channebruneth betwixt the Land 
and the Northern Iſle, and called 
therefore North-Sound: The ſe- 
cond between the ſame Northern 
Iſland and the middle-moſt ; which 
Channel being the moſt uſual of 
the Three, 1s commonly ſtiled St. 
Gregory's Sound ; and the third be- 


'.  eiveen the molt Southermoſt Ifland: 


and the Mane, named Sowth: Sound 
the Channel betwixt the*Southern 
and the middle-moſt Iſland not be- 
ing paflable, by reaſon of the 
Sands and Shelves, wherefore the 
Name of Half-Sound hath been 
ven unto 1t. 

The whole North-ſide of this 

Bay is very foul with Sands and 


Rocks, td as one may not approach 


the Shoar in a great way; at the 
end of which Sand, and in the in- 
nermoſt part of the. Bay, lyeth a 
little-Ifland, called Mniton-1/{and, 
at the Eaſt-fide whereof, one may 
Anchor in five or fix Fathoms of 
Water 3 but from thence North- 
wards, until the” City of Galway, 
which is the ſpace of two or three 
Miles, none but little Veſſels and 
Barks can go, the City ſtanding 
not on 'the Bay it ſelf, buton a 
broad Water -like a River, the 
which not far from Galway comi 
out of a great Lake, called Loyg 
Corbes, dilchargeth it ſelf into the 
Bay a little above Mutten-1ſie. © 
This City is the principal of the 
Province of. Connaeyght, both for 
Beauty, Strength and Trades its 
invironed with a very ſtrongWall, 
the beſt inall Treland, on which is 
a Counterſcarp, Baſtion, and o- 
ther Fortifications; and iti no lefg 
ſtrong within it ſelf,the Houſes be- 
ing built very regular with Stone, 
with Battlements at the top, for 
Guns to be Planted. Its diſtant 
from Dublin ei five Miles, 
from Athlone thirty fix Miles.

xiT tis City is but ſmall, confiſt- 
iog chiefly of one large Street, 
reaching out in length, but very 

pulous :,It isthe only thorough- 


fare of all Engliſh Goods and Com- 


modities (as they term them ) 
namely, rich Broad Cloaths, Scuffs, 
and Linnen, Fruits, Spices, &*c. 


Sent moſt commonly this way out 
of England, for thoſe two remark- 
able Port-Towns ob Limmerick and 
Galoway ;" it is Fortified with a 
very good. Wall, and curious 
Stone-Bridge, on which are ſeve- 
ral Works, and being environed 
with Water; were it not for the 
Hillsnear it, which over looks the 
City, (in the ſame nature as at 
Kir-ſale) it might be made a place 
Impregnable, but the Hills has 
(uch a command of it, that a Bat- 
tery from thence, would Beat the 
the Town about the Ears of the 
Garriſon : Itis diſtant from DNub- 
lin One Hundred and Sixteen Miles, 
fromLimwerick Thirty Six Miles. 


WATERFORD. 


T*H1$ Haven is Situated on 
the Confines of Lenifter 
and Munſter, and runneth ſeven, 
or Eight Miles into the Land, not 
Winding 'or Crooked, or with 
athy/great Inlets or Nookes, but 
almoſt'iq a ſtreight Line (extend- 
ing it (elt North, North-Weſt) and 
in moſt parts of an equal Breadth, 
all the way Deep and Clear, hav- 
ing no Rocks hor' Sands : With- 
out the Harbour, it is Eleven,

or Twclve Fathoms Deep 3 in the 
Mouth Seven and more; inwards 
Six Fathoms. Within the Eſterly 
corner tsa good Road, in Four, 
or Five Fathomsz and on the 
other, or Weſterly ſide, Five or 
Six Miles from the Mouth, is an 
other good Road, very Commos- 
dious, as well for thoſe Ships that 
go fourth, as'thoſe that will Sail 
upwards to Waterford. Upon the 
Eaft fide, about half way the

tength, Ilyeth a very ſirong Fort 
and Caſtle , called Duxcennon, 
(Built much in the Nature of that 
at Tilbury, againſt Graves-Exd ) 
and ſocommandeth the Harbour, 
that no Ships can go up or down 
againſt the will of the Fort: This 


Haven-in the end divideth it ſelf 


into two Armes 3 both agreat deal 
Inferiour tothe principal Harbour; 
The City is Scituated ſome four or 
five Miles from that Diviltion, a 
little below the place where the 


River Shoure falleth into this Har 
bour : And thd it ſtands at a rea+ 
ſonable diſtance off from the 
Main Sea, yet Ships of thegreateſt 
Burthen may ſafely Sail 'to, and 
Ride at Anchor before the Key 
thereof, the Fortiſycations of this 
Place are not very confidersble, 
having but an indifferent Wall 
round it, with a ſmall Fort, but 
it's very ({trong by Sea, on theac- 
count of-the Fort of Darcannon. 
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HIS Town win the County 

of Typperary, and Scituated 
on th: River ſhowe,about Twenty 
Miles above Waterford, from 
whence it's Paſlible to it, by Veſ 
ſels of fmall Burthens this Place 
is Naturally Fortyfied, ſtanding on 
an Advantagious ground, very 
hard to be Attackt; beſides, it's 
Invicoacd with a very good VVall

and. Caſtle of great ſtrength. This? 7 


Place made a reſolute Defence a»' 
painlt Oliver Cromwel, Ano Dom. 
1649. who endeavoring to get it 
by Storm, the Gartiſon beat his 
Souldiers twice from the Breaches, 
and at laſt Surrendred on Honour- 
able Conditions, 1'ts Sixty Six 
Miles from. Dublin. 


The Rive SH A N N O NN. 


Eſides the exceſiive number of 
Brooks, wherewith Ireland 1s 
VVatered; it hath a great many 
Rivers, the which being Broader 
and Deeper then the Brooks, are 
conſequently navigablez altho

the Major part are not porta- 
ble of any great, Ships, but only 
of ſwall Vcllels. + # 
The principaleſt of all.is the 
Shanton, who taking her original 
out of Lougb-A/lex, and 10 her 


courſe gividing the Province -of 
Connaught from Leinſter, and after- 
wards alſo from Musfter, paſſeth 
through-ewo other great Loughs, 
to wit, 'Lough-Ree, whereout the 
cometh juſt above Athloxe, ard 
Lough: Dergh, about half-way be- 
ewixt Athlone and Limerick; and a 
little betow the ſaid Town, .ſhe 
diſchatgeth herſcif 2gain into ano- 
ther Loogh, by far the. biggeſt of 
all,.-the- which extending it ſelf 
from Limerick into the Sea, which 
is 60 Miles. And above 60 Miles 
from Athlone it is held by the Iriſh, 
as well as the Eerliſh, not for a 
Lough, but for the Sharnor it (elf; 


ſo 'that its 'whole lepgth is 120

- This River is wideand deep e- 
very where, fo as ſhe would be 
Navigablein her whole length,not 
only with ſmall Veſlcls, but with 
Ships of large Burthen, .to the 
great advantage of them that inha- 
bit next it, were it got for theim- 
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pediment ofa certain Rock within! 
3 Miles of Aiblore, the 'which 
ſ{tandeth a croſs in the Channel, 
andthe River with great violence 
falling dowowards qver it,all com«. 
munication of Navigation betwixt 
the upper ahd. lower. parts of it is: 
thereby abſalutely hindred, It was 
propoſed: to the Earl of Stafford, 
when Lord-Deputy, by certain 
Dutch lagigeers, That for the Sum 
of 8000 L. Sterling, they would” 
in that plac? cut a new Channel, 
A Sum not very *conſiderable, in 
compariſon of.. the, great profit 


which afterwards weuld have ac- 


crued from that Work; but the: -
